No official recognition can be 
given to the passage of the Sen- 
ate resolution relative to their 
opinion concerning members of 
other officers 
under executive control. E 

As soon as special council 
Can advise me as to the legality 
of these leases and assemble 
for me the pertinent facts in the 
various transactions, I _ shall 
take such action as seems essen- 
tial for the full protection of 
the public interest. I shall not 
hesitate to call for the resigna- 
tion of any ofticial whose con- 
duct in this matter in any way 
warrants such action upon my 
part. The dismissal of an offi- 
cer of the Government, such as 
is involved in this case, other 
than by impeachment, is ex- 
clusively an executive function. 
I regard this as a vital principle 
of our Government. 

In discussing this principle, 
Mr. Madison has wel said: “It 
is laid down in most of the con- 
stitutions or bills of rights in 
the republics of America; it is 
to be found in the political writ- 
ings of the most celebrated ci- 
vilians, and is everywhere held 
as essential to the preservation 
of liberty, that the three great 
departments of government be 
kept separate and distinct.’ 

President Cleveland likewise 
stated the correct principle in 
discussing requests and  de- 
mands made by the Senate upon 
him and upon defendant de- 
partments of the Government, 
in which he said: 

“They assume the right of 
the Senate to sit in judgment 
upon the exercise of my exclu- 
sive discretion and executive 
function, for which I am solely 
responsible to the people from 
whom I have so lately received 
the sacred trust of office. 

“My oath to support and de- 
fend the Constitution, my duty 
to the people who have chosen 
me to execute the powers of 
their great office and not to 
relinquish them, and my duty 
to the chief magistracy which I 
must preserve unimpaired in all!

tion itself. When Senator Howell 
(Rep.) Nébraska, came to the end 
of his allotted time he insisted that 
he could talk another 10 minutes 
on one of the pending amend- 
ments. It was apparent that, if his 
interpretation of the rule was cor- 
rect, a Senator, by the devise of in- 
troducing amendments and talking 
on each of them could use up all 
the balance of the time. 

Senators enjoy nothing so much 
as spliteing hairs over arule of pro- 
cedure. They used up about 20 min- 
utes in settling the point raised by 
Howell. After a clamorous debate 
on the floor, the chair sustained 
Howell, and the ruling of the chair 
was reversed by a large majority. 
Howell had to make way for anoth- 
er. orator. 

As 5 o'clock, the time set for 
the vote, drew near, the subsidence 
of a speaker into his chair was the 
signal for a dozen to spring to their 
feet and. demand recognition. Oft- 
en the chamber was in an uproar. 
With five minutes left to go, the ir- 
repressible Heflin (Dem.) of Ala- 
bama outshouted Pat Harrison

some of his colleagues. iWth his 
tremendous voice, which enables 
him to be heard by the preciding 
officer above any din, and his 
great expanse of white waistcoat, 
which enables him to be easily 
seen, he enjoys a considerable ad- 
vantage of his colleagues.

$10,000 a year. He resigned after 
three months. 

Explaining why he _ resigned, 
Cree] said he could not agree with 
Doheny. ‘‘We not only did not see 
eye to eye, but we did not look in 
»the same direction,’’ he said. ‘He 
thought his opinions were final.” 

“Mr. Doheny had the clearest 
blue eyes and child-like candor,”’ 
Creel said, “and he fascinated me 
so I wanted to write his life his- 
tory as an_ inspiration to the 
younger generation.” This was 
when he first met Doheny. 

Coming to his association with 
J. Leo Stack, Denver oil man, in 
connection with efforts to obtain a 
lease on Teapot Dome, subsequent- 
ly leased to Harry F. Sinclair, 
Creel said Stack had told him, 
Nov. 5, 1920, that he had no doubt 
that, with the coming of the Re- 
publican administration, the lease 
would be granted. 

Like Changing Missouri Mule, 

“IT thought then and I think 
now, it was as clean a proposition 
as ever was made to me,’’ the wit- 
ness continued. “There was never 
any question of my influence with 
Secretary Daniels in getting a 
lease. I told Stack frankly that 
hé might as well try to change a 
Missouri mule as to change Secre- 
tary Daniels on the question of the 
oil reserves. He had been fighting 
eight years to preserve them.” 

The one chance, he added, ap- 
peared to be to interest the naval 
experts who might be able to con- 
vince Secretary Daniels. This they 
failed to do. 

Resigned a Second Time. 

The witness said that, after he 
resigned he met Doheny in a Wash- 
ington hotel. “I didn’t know that 
we would speak,” he said, ‘‘but Mr. 
Doheny came up very friendly and 
told me I again wae on his payroll. 
I resigned a second time. When I 
told Stack about it, he was much 
distressed and told me the money 
had been advanced to him and he 
had given security for it.”’ 

“How much were you paid?” 
asked Senator Walsh. ‘'$5000.” 

“When was it paid?” “Nov. 8. 
1920, a few days after he first came 
to me.” 

Doheny has testified that he ad- 
vanced $5000 to Stack for Cree! in 
connection with the joint efforts of 
Stack and Doheny and to get a 
lease for Teapot Dome. 

Creel said he had quit, not be- 
cause he regarded the proposed 
transaction as questionable, but 
merely because of his eprsonal dis- 
taste for Doheny. 

“You did go to see Secretary 
Daniels?” asked Senator Walsh. 
“Yes, sir.” 


“He was deaf to all importuni- 
ties?"" “He would not even go into 
it. He said, ‘I have no doubt in the 
world that this thing would be at- 
tempted to be done, but I do not

Much of the testimony before 
the Senate committee today dealt 
with financial transactions relating 
to the Albuquerque (N. M.) Morn- 
ing Journal. Carl C. Magee, who 
purchased the papér from Fall in 
1920 and sold it to Sidney M. Weil 
in 1922, and whose testimony some 
weeks ago first started the com- 
mittee in its inquiry into Fall's 
financial affairs, told of efforts to 
sell the Journal. 

Magee said Wéil came to him 
later and asked about the  pur- 
chase of the paper. He testified 
at that time he was making an in- 
vestigation regarding some blooded 
stock which had been shipped to 
Fall at Three Rivers.

D. F. Stackelbeck of Denver, Credited With 
“Great Public Service” 
ing What He Found.

‘Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DENVER, Feb. 12:—‘It was just 

in the line of duty as a reporter,” 

was the comment of D. F. Stackel- 


beck, Denver newspaper man, who 
was given credit on the floor of the 
United States Senate” by Senator 
Walsh of Montana, for performing 
a “great public service” in reveal- 
ing the essential facts that result- 
ed in the thorough investigation of 
the circumstances surrounding the 
leasing to Harry F. Sinclair by for- 
mer Secretary of the Interior A. B. 
Fall of the Teapot Dome (Wyom- 
ing) naval oil reserve. 

Stackelbeck declined to go into 
details regarding his trip to New 
Mexico in the summer of 1922, 
when he discovered that Harry F. 
Sinclair’s private car, Sinco, had 
stood on a sidetrack at Three 
Rivers, N. M., for several days 
prior to the obtaining of the val- 
uable oil leases by Sinclair from 
the Interior Department. 

Fall’s ranch snuggles close to a 
mountain near Three Rivers, and 
Sinclair had been the guest of 
honor there at a series of informal 
parties. 

From other sources it was 
learned that Stackelbeck spent a 
strenuous fortnight in the State of 
New Mexico, poring over official 
records disclosed that fact that Fall 
paid 10 years delinquent taxes 
shortly after the awarding of the 
leases to Sinclair, and that exten- 
sive improvements had been start- 
ed about the same time on Fall’s 
ranch property, which for years 
had been considered in a ‘‘deplor- 
ably rundown condition.” 


Reporter's Investigation. 

The Denver newspaper reporter, 
1t was said, traveled from one end 
of the State to the other investigat- 
ing Fall’s affairs; he talked with 
former mining associates of Fall: 
spent many nights in the cactus-

Fall's career; interviewed former 
members of the territorial govern- 
ment of New Mexico who knew

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LABOR AND COURT AMENDMENTS. 

The Central Trades and Labor Union is circr- 
lating placards urging opposition to six of the 2! 
constitutional amendments soon to be submitted 
to the electorate. Among the proscribed amend- 
ments are Nos. 1 and 7. 

No. 1 would wipe out ome of the mos? blighting 
instruments of technicality that now hamper the 
administration of justice—the common law form 
which enables a court to spurn an appea! for jus- 
tice if the indictment happens to lack so insignifi- 
cant a word as “a” or “the.” No. 7 would estab- 
lish a judicial council to determine rules of pro- 
cedure, thus making the courts, not the Legis’a- 
ture, respomsibie for semseless rules. The council 
could relieve congested dockets, as is done in the 
Federal courts. by assigning “a Judge of any trial 
court to assist the trial court of any like jurisdic- 
tion.” It could also call assistance to the Supreme 
Court and Courts of Appeals. Creation of the of- 
fice of Supreme Justice would center responsibility 
for court conditions and promote efficiency.
